Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  health 
matters  in  the  Districts  for  1944. 

During  the  year  a decrease  occurred  in  the  Urban  popula- 
tion due  mainly  to  the  return  home  of  evacuees.  Slight  decreases 
also  occurred  in  the  Cirencester  Rural  and  Northleach  Rural 
Districts,  while  Tetbury  Rural  District  showed  a slight  increase. 

All  districts  show  an  increased  birthrate.  An  increased  death 
rate  is  recorded  in  the  Cirencester  Urban,  Tetbury  and  North- 
leach Rural  Districts,  while  the  Cirencester  Rural  District  shows 
a slight  decrease. 

A decrease  in  the  rate  of  absence  from  school  due  to  infec- 
tious conditions  is  recorded.  The  various  sick  bays  set  up  in 
connection  with  the  evacuation  scheme,  proved  a useful  adjunct 
to  the  established  disinfestation  organisation,  and  through  the 
willing  co-operation  of  the  staffs,  these  facilities  were  offered  to 
any  cases  coming  to  notice. 

During  the  year  a start  was  made  with  housing  surveys  of 
the  districts,  and  plans  for  comprehensive  water  schemes  for  the 
Rural  Districts  submitted  by  the  consulting  engineers,  were 
carried  forward  as  far  as  possible.  Sites  and  Layouts  for  post 
war  houses  were  agreed  upon.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  stage 
had  been  reached  that  a start  could  be  made  on  many  of  the 
schemes  as  soon  as  conditions  permitted. 

Finally,  a word  of  appreciation  for  the  public  health  staffs 
who  carried  on  cheerfully  and  undertook  many  new  duties  in 
trying  times.

BIRTHS. 

The  figure  for  the  total  number  of  births  is  an  increase  of 
1 over  the  figure  for  1943.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births 
increased  from  14  in  1943,  to  23  this  year.  The  Birth  Rate  per 
1,000  population  is  21,3,  which  is  higher  than  the  national 
figure  of  17.6  The  figure  for  deaths  under  1 year  of  age  per 
1,000  live  births  is  44  .7, which  is  below  the  national  figure  of  46. 
With  the  average  age  of  death  increased  and  the  births  almost 
double  the  deaths,  the  year  1944  gives  cause  for  satisfaction. 


DEATHS. 

The  year  1944  saw  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  deaths 
139  as  compared  with  106  for  1943.  This  gives  a local  death  rate 
of  11.1,  the  national  figure  being  11.6  Heart  disease  still  heads 
the  list,  with  Tuberculosis  moving  up  to  fourth  place.  The 
average  age  of  death  due  to  natural  causes  is  68.1  years,  as  com- 
pared with  62.5  years  for  1943.

The  total  of  34  cases  of  major  infectious  diseases,  when  one 
considers  that  this  is  an  urban  district  with  a child  population 
increased  by  evacuation,  gives  cause  for  quiet  satisfaction.  As 
compared  with  1943  (57  cases),  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever 
(23)  is  less  than  half. 

The  reason  for  only  8 of  the  9 notified  cases  of  diphtheria 
being  admitted  to  hospital  that  one  death  occurred  very  quickly 
after  the  outset  of  the  disease,  of  the  8 admissions  7 proved  not 
to  be  Diphtheria  on  further  investigation.

The  total  of  275  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurring  in 
1944  gives  a weekly  percentage  of  absence  due  to  infectious 
conditions,  of  0.48  as  compared  with  0.68%  last  year.  During 
the  year  there  were  outbreaks  of  a minor  nature  of  Chicken  Pox, 
Mumps,  and  German  Measles.

of  Tuberculosis  oc 

curred  in  residents  in  the  district.  Three  were  formerly  members 
of  H.M.  Forces,  discharged  and  now  living  in  Cirencester. 
Seven  of  the  total  of  12  cases  were  admitted  to  Standish  House 
under  the  care  of  the  County  Tuberculosis  Office,  one  was  an 
inmate  of  the  Poor  Law  Institution,  Cirencester,  another,  a 
child  of  eight  has  recently  been  discharged  from  Standish  House, 
two  are  at  present  receiving  home  treatment,  and  one  case  had  a 
fatal  termination. 

The  remaining  Eight  of  the  nine  deaths  recorded  by  the 
Registrar  General  due  to  Tuberculosis,  occurred  in  cases  reported 
in  years  previous  to  1944  or  in  residents  of  Cirencester  living 
temporarily  in  other  districts. 
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JOINT  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 

A total  of  99  patients  received  treatment  at  the  J.I.D.H. 
Cirencester,  32  of  these  being  residents  of  the  Cirencester  Urban 
District,  comprising  23  Scarlet  Fever  and  9 cases  of  Diphtheria. 
The  remainder  of  the  total  was  made  up  of  48  cases  from  the 
Rural  District,  of  Cirencester,  14  from  Tetbury,  and  5 from 
Northleach. 

PROTECTION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

Protection  against  Diptheria  was  again  provided  by  the 
County  Medical  Staff  during  the  year.  55.6%  of  the  under  5 
age  group  and  79%  of  the  5 — 15  years  age  group  completed  the 
course  of  injections.  One  would  like  to  see  an  increase  in  the 
number  immunised  in  the  under  5 age  group. 

SICK  BAYS  AND  HOSPITALS. 

These  institutions,  which  the  Council  administer  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  continued  to  render  good  service. 

At  the  evacuee  hospital  in  Cricklade  Street,  211  patients  were 
admitted  during  the  year,  which  brings  the  total  to  1346  since 
the  hospital  opened  in  March  1940.  Of  the  211  patients  admitted, 
150  were  evacuees  and  61  were  local  children.  They  were 
admitted  for  the  following  conditions

An  outpatient  department  was  also  available  at  this  institu- 
tion and  dealt  with  12  to  18  cases  a week.  These  figures  reflect 
much  credit  on  Miss  Bracher,  the  Senior  Matron  of  the  Hostels, 
and  her  staff. 

The  Adult  Sick  Bay  at  Quern’s  Hill,  with  Miss  Selley  as 
Sister-in-charge,  admitted  405  adult  evacuee  and  war  worker 
patients  during  the  year. 
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Phoenix  House,  the  hostel  in  Whiteway,  with  Miss  Jordan 
as  Superintendent,  was  of  great  help  in  dealing  with  evacuee 
children,  which  for  a variety  of  reasons,  were  considered  un- 
suitable for  billeting  in  Private  households. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  this  institution  was  amalgamated 
with  the  newly  opened  institution  at  Cicely  Hill,  in  order  that 
Phoenix  House  could  be  de-requisitioned. 

The  Women’s  Home  in  the  Avenue  which  houses  8 elderly 
evacuee  women,  was  fully  used  during  the  year,  and  Mrs. 
Cobbett,  the  Superintendent,  put  in  much  untiring  work. 

Health  Staff. 

There  is  one  Sanitary  Inspector  who  is  a qualified  Meat  and 
Food  Inspector  and  Housing  Surveyor,  and  a part-time  clerk. 
G.  P.  Greenacre,  who  was  the  permanent  clerk  joined  H.M. 
Forces  in  1942  and  served  as  a Lieutenant  in  an  Infantry  Regi- 
ment, was  killed  in  action  in  July  of  this  year. 

Water  Supply. 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  works  at  Baunton 
has  continued  to  be  satisfactory  both  for  quantity  and  quality. 
Two  samples  of  water  were  taken  in  the  town  from  the  Baunton 
supply,  and  were  su1  mitted  for  examination,  and  found  to  be  of 
excellent  quality. 

New  connections  to  the  town  supply  during  the  year  number 
16,  of  which  15  were  for  domestic  purposes,  serving  26  houses. 

Seven  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private  wells 
serving  13  houses  during  the  year  and  all  were  found  to  be  unfit 
for  human  consumption.  In  each  case  the  owners  were  requested 
to  provide  a proper  supply  from  the  town’s  main  to  each  of  the 
properties,  and  this  was  carried  out. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  swimming  baths  continue  to  be  a very  popular  asset 
to  the  town  and  were  used  considerably  during  the  year  for  the 
training  of  service  men.  The  Chlorination  Plant  has  worked 
satisfactorily,  no  trouble  being  experienced  in  obtaining  the 
necessary  supplies  of  chlorine. 

Sewage  and  Drainage. 

A considerable  amount  of  trouble  arose  from  a sewer  being 
surcharged  in  the  Siddington  Road  and  Melmore  Gardens  area. 
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Temporary  measures  were  taken  to  secure  speedy  amelioration 
of  the  condition. 

A scheme  was  prepared  before  the  war  for  re-sewering  part 
of  this  district,  also  for  the  Stratton  side  of  Cirencester,  but  due 
to  the  outbreak  of  war,  this  was  not  proceeded  with.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  this  matter  will  be  dealt  with  very  shortly  after  the 
end  of  hostilities. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

A number  of  complaints  were  received  during  the  course 
of  the  year,  from  occupiers  of  premises  adjoining  the  Dagling- 
worth  Stream  which  passes  by  the  Swimming  Baths.  On  in- 
vestigation the  stream  was  found  to  be  seriously  polluted,  fungus 
being  present  in  large  quantities  especially  near  the  swimming 
baths.  This  was  found  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  efiluent 
from  the  sewage  works  serving  the  American  Hospitals  in  the 
Park  discharged  into  the  same. 

The  District  Commander  Royal  Engineers  and  Thames 
Conservancy  were  notified  of  this,  and  steps  were  taken  at  the 
works  to  improve  the  system  of  purification  and  abate  the 
nuisance. 

Cleansing. 

As  in  previous  years  the  removal  of  house  refuse  has  been 
carried  out  twice  weekly,  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping

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All  Nuisances  were  abated  without  legal  proceedings  being 
taken. 

Shops  Act. 

58  visits  were  made  to  premises  under  the  Shops  Act.  In 
6 cases  the  cleansing  of  rooms  was  required  and  no  other  action 
was  found  necessary. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

39  inspections  were  made  to  Factories  under  the  Factory 
Act.  Two  factories  had  to  be  provided  with  proper  sanitary 
accommodation  and  in  one  case  a proper  screen  and  intervening 
ventilated  space  was  called  for. 

The  12  bakehouses  in  the  town  were  inspected  twice  during 
the  year  and  the  usual  lime-washing  and  painting  was  carried 
out.  Generally  all  bakehouses  were  kept  in  a clean  and  proper 
state. 

Food  Preparing  Premises. 

49  visits  were  made  to  the  17  registered  Food  Preparing 
premises  in  the  town,  and  other  than  cleansing  of  these  no  other 
work  was  called  for.  Generally  all  premises  were  kept  up  to  a 
good  standard  and  in  accordance  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
1938. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

The  following  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  under 
the  Milk  Special  Designations  Order  : — 

1.  Pasteurizing  Licence. 

2.  Bottling  Licences  for  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

1.  Dealer’s  Licence  for  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

2.  Supplementary  Licences  granted  to  purveyors  of 
milk  outside  the  Urban  area  allowing  the  sale  of 
“ T.T.”  milk  within  the  Urban  area. 

Two  Dairymen  were  found  to  be  selling  “ T.T.”  milk 
without  the  proper  licences,  and  appropriate  action  was  taken. 

One  applicant  for  a “ T.T.”  licence  was  called  upon  to 
provide  proper  facilities  for  washing  accommodation  for  the 
employees  before  the  licence  was  granted.  This  same  firm  was 
later  cautioned  about  the  cleanliness  of  the  employees  hands  who 
were  engaged  in  bottling  milk. 
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All  the  dairies  and  cowsheds  were  visited  several  times  during 
the  course  of  the  year  and  generally  all  were  kept  up  to  a good 
standard. 

16  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  and  out  of 
this  number  4 were  unsatisfactory  from  a cleanliness  point  of 
view.  Each  case  was  investigated  and  steps  were  taken  to  bring 
the  milk  supply  up  to  the  required  standard. 

The  County  Council  Inspector  took  a number  of  samples 
of  milk  supplied  to  Schools  in  the  Urban  area. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Several  observations  were  taken,  of  the  chimney  at  Messrs. 
Henry  Cole’s  Flour  Mill,  during  the  year,  and  on  two  occasions 
a Nuisance  was  observed,  black  smoke  issuing  from  the  chimney 
for  periods  of  five  or  six  minutes  intermittently.  This  matter 
was  taken  up  with  the  firm  in  question  who  pointed  out  that  a 
considerable  amount  of  trouble  had  been  experienced  in  obtain- 
ing the  correct  fuel.  The  case  was  reported  to  the  Ministry  of 
Fuel  and  Power,  whose  engineer  carried  out  investigations  and 
subsequently  a proper  supply  of  fuel  was  made  available  and  the 
Nuisance  was  abated. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Infestation  Order,  1943. 

The  duty  of  administering  the  above  order  was  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  council,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  County 
Council  had  a competent  staff  of  rodent  operatives  and  inspectors, 
the  County  Council  acted  as  agents  and  carried  out  the  necessary 
duties.  A survey  was  made  of  the  whole  of  the  town,  special 
attention  being  paid  to  business  premises  where  rats  were  likely 
to  be  harboured. 

During  the  year  some  30  premises  were  disinfested  satis- 
factorily, and  many  rats  were  caught. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

Two  licences  under  the  Public  Health  Act  were  granted 
during  the  course  of  the  year,  one  to  the  owner  of  a site  in  Water- 
moor,  and  the  other  to  the  occupier  of  a trailer  caravan  on  the 
same  site.  Proper  sanitary  accommodation  and  water  supply 
was  available.  The  licence  was  only  granted  for  a period  of  six 
months  in  both  cases. 
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On  inspecting  a Nursery  Garden  in  Burford  Road,  a small 
shed  was  found  to  be  occupied  by  a man,  wife,  and  small  child. 
As  no  licence  had  been  granted  in  respect  of  this  structure,  and 
the  accommodation  was  totally  unfit  for  human  habitation,  the 
owner  was  requested  to  vacate  the  same,  which  he  did  very 
promptly. 

Disinfestation  of  Premises. 

Six  premises  were  disinfested  and  fumigated  for  bug  and 
flea  infestation,  also  a camp  in  the  Park  occupied  by  workmen 
engaged  in  timber  felling.  All  these  cases  were  dealt  with  satis- 
factorily. 

Nuisances  Under  The  Public  Health  Acts. 

80  Nuisances  were  observed  during  the  year,  and  all  were 
abated  satisfactorily,  and  no  case  had  to  be  taken  before  the  Court. 

Housing  Acts. 

Many  properties,  including  billets,  were  inspected  under  the 
Housing  Acts,  but  most  repair  work  was  carried  out  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 

Many  properties  were  found  to  be  overcrowded,  but  owing 
to  lack  of  accommodation,  it  was  impossible  to  abate  this. 

Slaughterhouse  and  Meat  Inspection. 

Four  slaughterhouse  licences  were  granted  during  the  year, 
which  included  two  Bacon  Factories. 

Although  only  one  Bacon  Factory  was  used,  the  other  licence 
was  granted  should  it  be  required  in  case  of  emergency. 

The  other  two  slaughterhouses  were  controlled  by  the  Gov- 
ernment and  centralized  slaughtering  was  carried  our  here.  This 
served  the  Cirencester  Urban  area,  part  of  the  Cirencester  Rural 
area,  and  part  of  Cricklade  and  Wootten  Bassett  area.  Although 
both  slaughterhouses  are  quite  small  and  are  unsuited  for  killing 
large  numbers  of  cattle,  sheep,  etc.  : the  work  was  carried  out 
satisfactorily  and  both  premises  were  kept  in  good  order.  A 
depot  was  provided  in  Dyer  Street  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  for 
the  storage  of  meat  and  tinned  foods. 
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17  slaughtermen’s  licences  were  granted  during  the  year 
under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts. 

674  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouses  and  Bacon 
Factory  during  the  yera,  and  the  following  were  slaughtered  : — 

Beasts.  Sheep.  Calves.  Pigs. 

2,076  8,366  2,066  12,283 

About  40%  of  the  Bacon  pigs  at  the  Bacon  Factory  were 
examined.  All  porkers  and  pigs  used  for  manufacturing,  were 
examined  together  with  the  offal,  as  these  were  for  distribution 
to  the  retail  trade. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption  was  18  tons,  12  cwts.,  0 qrs.,  6 lbs. 

This  weight  includes  carcases  and  all  offal  as  follows  : —

As  in  previous  war  years,  quite  a large  number  of  casualties 
were  sent  into  the  government  slaughterhouse  from  the  farms 
around  Cirencester.

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  (258)  is  an  increase  of  28  over 
the  total  for  1943.  This  gives  a birth  rate  per  1,000  population 
of  20.3  which  is  above  the  national  figure  of  17.6.  The  number 
of  births  was  almost  double  the  number  of  deaths,  a satisfactory 
state  of  affairs.  The  still  births  rate  per  1,000  population  (0.62) 
is  somewhat  over  the  national  figure  of  0.50. 


DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  (139)  is  below  the  figure  for 
1943  by  13.  This  gives  a death  rate  per  1,000  population  of 
10.8,  which  is  under  the  national  figure  of  11.6.  The  average 
age  of  death  due  to  natural  causes  is  73.5  years,  higher  than  the 
figure  for  1943  by  3.8  years.  There  were  seven  deaths  in  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  an  increase  of  4 over  last  year’s  figure, 
but  giving,  as  it  does,  a figure  of  27.1  per  1,000  births,  it  is  below 
the  national  figure  of  46  . The  leading  cause  of  death  was  Heart 
Disease,  while  Cancer  caused  fewer  deaths  than  in  previous 
years.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  tuberculosis  (6)  is  the  same 
as  for  1943.  Deaths  due  to  accidents  under  the  Road  Traffic 
Act  (2)  are  1 less  than  in  1943  and  when  one  considers  the  volume 
of  traffic  on  the  rural  roads  during  this  year,  the  figure  is  recorded 
with  some  relief.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


A small  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  was 
recorded  during  the  year  compared  with  the  figure  for  1943. 
An  increase  was  recorded  also  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diph- 
theria notified.  12,  of  the  16  cases  came  from  a convalescent  home 
for  London  children  where  a fairly  sharp  outbreak  occurred.  Of 
the  remaining  4 cases  3 proved  not  to  be  Diphtheria  on  further 
investigation.  It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  record  a successful 
result  in  all  the  cases. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

29  cases  were  recorded,  almost  double  last  year’s  figure. 
As  the  war  progresses  more  and  more  of  the  population  have  been 
medically  examined  and  with  the  advent  of  mass  radiogrpahy 
symptomless  early  cases  have  been  detected  which  ordinarily 
would  not  have  thought  of  being  examined  so  it  is  hoped  that  the 
numerical  increase  is  due  in  part  to  a greater  number  of  cases 
detected,  rather  than  the  rather  alarming  increase  be  due  entirely 
to  an  actual  increased  incidence  of  the  disease. 

21  of  the  total  number  were  pulmonary  cases,  13  of  this  total 
were  treated  at  Standish  House,  1 at  Cheltenham  and  4 privately. 
3 cases  left  the  district. 

3 of  the  cases  were  in  children  under  10,  and  2 over  10  years 
of  age.  13  cases  in  persons  between  the  ages  of  20  and  30  years, 
and  the  remainder  at  various  ages  up  to  65  years.

Meningitis.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  Matron,  Miss  Welch,  and  the 
staff  for  their  untiring  efforts  for  the  welfare  of  the  patients.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


The  undertakings  of  the  Council  remain  the  same  as  last 

year. 

Mr.  McCann  was  appointed  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  took  up  duties  on  the  19th  June,  1944. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  area  of  the  district  supplied  by  statutory  undertakings 
remained  unchanged.  The  Council  proceed  with  water  schemes 
for  the  provision  of  a piped  supply  to  the  parishes  of  Siddington, 
and  Down  Ampney. 

Samples. 

The  water  from  the  Council’s  four  undertakings  is  chlorin- 
ated and  22  samples  were  taken  for  examination  by  the  Public 
Analyst.  With  two  exceptions,  the  analyst  reported  favourably 
on  the  samples.  The  two  exceptions  were  two  samples  form 
different  sections  of  Woodmancote  undertaking  which  showed 
the  presence  of  tar  acids.  This  was  due,  it  was  believed,  to  a 
heavy  fall  of  rain  washing  weed  killer  from  a path  into  one  of 
the  feeders.  Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  any  possi- 
bility of  a repetition  of  this  accident  and  subsequent  sampling 
gave  satisfactory  reports. 

Six  water  samples  from  private  supplies  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Analyst.  Three  of  these  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
Chlorination  was  carried  out  in  two  of  the  cases  with  satisfactory 
results,  and  the  third,  a small  private  house  supply,  could  only 
immediately  be  dealt  with  satisfactorily  by  boiling. 

Sewage. 

No  new  works  were  undertaken  by  the  Council  and  con- 
ditions remain  as  last  year.  Cleansing  of  the  three  sewage  outfalls 
at  Lechlade  and  sewage  tanks  at  North  Cerney,  was  carried  out, 
under  contract,  by  a mechanical  cesspool  emptier  during  the  year. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Refuse  collection  in  the  35  parishes  was  carried  out  by 
contract.  The  three  refuse  tips  in  the  parishes  of  Fairford, 
Siddington  and  Daglinworth,  were  controlled  by  direct  labour 
together  with  periodical  labour  and  use  of  a bulldozer  from  the 
American  Military  Authorities.

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
notified  during  the  year.  The  12  cases  were  made  up  as  follows  : 
9 pulmonary  cases,  1 case  of  tuberculosis  of  the  spine,  1 case  of 
tubercular  glands,  and  1 case  of  tuberculosis  of  the  bladder. 
Two  of  the  cases  were  discharged  from  the  services,  and  came 
under  the  care  of  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Of  the  re- 
maining cases,  1 died,  1 left  the  district,  3 were  treated  at  Standish 
House,  and  the  remainder  came  under  the  care  of  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Officer. 

PROTECTION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

Protection  continued  to  be  offered  during  the  year  and  the 
final  figures  are  64.7%  of  the  under  5 years  of  age  child  popula- 
tion, and  88.2%  of  the  5 — 15  years  age  group. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

The  area  comprises  26  parishes  and  includes  35  villages 
which  range  in  population  from  100  to  800.  The  majority  of 
the  buildings  in  the  district  are  in  the  traditional  Cotswold  style 
of  Cotswold  stone  and  stone  tiled  roofs.  Agriculture  is  the  chief 
industry  of  the  district,  and  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  get 
their  livelihood  from  it.  The  war  years  have  seen  an  increase  in 
the  population  in  connection  with  the  many  service  camps 
which  sprang  up  in  the  area.  The  help  and  advice  of  the  Council’s 
officers  have  been  readily  available  in  connection  with  these  sites.

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Water  Supplies. 

Of  the  26  parishes  in  the  area,  Northleach  is  the  only  parish 
to  have  a public  water  supply.  The  supply  serves  a population 
of  800  and  is  untreated.  There  was  no  shortage  from  this  supply 
during  the  year.  Approximately  five  sixths  of  the  population  of 
Northleach  have  an  indoor  water  supply,  the  remainder  having 
to  collect  their  water  from  standpipes.  The  remaining  25  par- 
ishes are  dependent  on  private  supplies  or  wells  for  their  water. 
Where  the  parish  is  supplied  from  private  sources  the  water  is 
derived  from  springs  and  usually  pumped  to  a conveniently 
placed  reservoir  to  gravitate  to  stand  pipes  in  the  village.  Most 
water  in  the  area  is  of  a hard  character  and  has  no  plumbo 
solvent  action. 

During  the  year  1 1 samples  of  water  were  submitted  for 
analysis  of  these  2 were  satisfactory,  8 fairly  satistactory,  and  1 
unsatisfactory. 

Under  the  Rural  Water  supplies  and  Sewerage  Act  1944  the 
Council  are  considering  a Comprehensive  Water  scheme  and  the 
provision  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  for  the  larger 
parishes.  A Consulting  Engineer  has  been  appointed  for  pre- 
paring schemes.  There  appears  to  be  plenty  of  water  in  the 
district,  twTo  springs  each  yielding  approximately  2,000,000 
gallons  a day,  appear  to  be  the  foundation  of  any  schemes  put 
forward. 

House  Refuse  Collection. 

Of  the  26  parishes,  9 have  refuse  collection  made  at  regular 
intervals,  the  collections  being  made  by  contract.  The  Council  do 
not  at  present  possess  lorries  or  men  for  this  work.  All  refuse  is 
disposed  of  by  tipping  in  disused  quarries. 

Salvage  Work. 

The  salvage  Committee  met  regularly  to  assist  the  efforts  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  had  undertaken  this  work  with 
such  voluntary  help  as  was  available.  During  the  year  the  follow-

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River  Pollution. 

One  complaint  was  received  of  river  pollution  and  on  in- 
vestigation it  was  found  that  a small  stream  had  been  badly 
contaminated  by  the  effluent  from  a convalescent  h:>me.  The 
Sanitary  Inspector  transported  P.O.W.  labour  for  a period,  to 
assist  in  cleansing  the  bed  of  the  stream.  The  filters  of  the  septic 
tank  were  cleaned  and  new  filtering  material  supplied.  The 
effluent  being  kept  under  observation,  with  the  above  exception, 
generally  speaking,  the  streams  and  rivers  are  in  a very  satis- 
factory condition.

Slaughtering  is  done  outside  the  Northleach  Rural  District 
area,  but  the  butcher’s  premises  are  frequently  visited. 


Bakehouses. 

These  are  v/ell  conducted,  seven  of  them  are  on  a fairly 
modern  scale,  whilst  two  are  of  the  old  fashioned  type. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

Generally  speaking  a better  standard  of  production  and 
premises  was  noted.  More  interest  is  being  shown  in  regard  to 
“ Accredited  ” and  “ T.T.”  milk  production.  These  licences 
are  issued  by  the  County  Council  whose  inpsector  has  frequent 
contact  with  the  District  Inspector  on  the  subject. 

At  the  end  of  1944  there  were  17  “ Accredited  ” and  16 
“ T.T.”  producers  on  the  register,  this  figure  is  included  in  the 
total  number  of  producers  (118). 

Food  Inspection  Generally. 

90  visits  were  made  to  the  general  food  shops,  Grocers  etc., 
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These  were  found  to  be  well  conducted.  The  total  number  and 
amount  of  food  voluntarily  surrendered  was  as  follows  : — 

40|  lbs.  of  butter.  11  tins  of  various  foods. 

Housing  Generally. 

The  Council  own  48  Council  Houses  which  are  situated 
in  the  following  parishes  : — Northleach  22,  Chedworth  4, 
Withington  2,  Dowdeswell  8,  Andoversford  6,  Bibury  4,  and 
Aldsworth  2. 

Of  the  10  Agriculture  Cottages  to  be  erected  under  the 
Government’s  1943  scheme,  8 were  completed  during  the  year, 
the  two  which  were  to  be  erected  at  Cold  Aston  were  postponed 
on  account  of  a difficulty  arising  regarding  water  supply.  It  is 
hoped  that  these  two  will  be  erected  in  the  near  future. 

During  thE  year,  four  plans  were  received  for  approval  under 
the  Building  Byelaws  and  Town  Planning  requirements.  These 
were  approved.  14  notices  were  received  of  new  drainage  in- 
stallations in  connection  with  existing  buildings.  These  were 
approved  by  the  Council  and  visits  of  inspections  were  made 
while  the  work  was  in  progress.

Whooping  Cough  caused  more  absences  this  year  as  com- 
pared with  last  year.  Scabies  and  Impetigo  show  a gratifying 
drop  as  causes  of  absence.  The  total  number  of  absences  (61) 
can  be  considered  quite  good.  It  gives  an  absence  rate  due  to 
infectious  conditions  of  0.2%  as  compared  with  0.78%  last  year. 


JOINT  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 

14  cases  from  the  Tetbury  district  were  admitted  to  the 
I.D.H.,  Cirencester,  made  up  of,  13  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
1 case  of  Diphtheria. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notifications  of  13  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  received 
during  the  year.  7 female  and  6 male.  With  the  exception  of 
1 infection  of  mastoid  and  1 glandular  infection  all  were  Infec- 
tions of  the  lungs.  Three  were  ex-service  personnel  who  were 
treated  in  the  first  instance  by  their  service  M.O.’s  and  then 
transferred  to  their  own  districts.  Six  were  treated  at  Standish 
House,  2 at  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary,  and  1 patient  was  dis- 
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charged  as  cured,  and  1 patient  was  transferred  to  a South  Wales 
Sanatorium.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis  during 
1944. 

PROTECTION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

During  the  year  85.3%  of  the  5-15  years  age  group,  and 
56.5%  of  the  under  fives  were  given  protection  against  Diph- 
theria. 

HEALTH  SERVICES. 

There  was  no  change  under  this  heading. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Water  Supply. 

Tetbury.  The  supply  of  water  in  the  parish  has  been 
maintained.  The  capacity  of  No.  2 borehole  pump  dropped 
from  6,000  gallons  per  hour  to  2,000  gallons  per  hour  and  the 
Parochial  Committee  decided  to  have  the  pump  taken  up  for 
examination  and  overhaul,  under  the  direction  of  Messrs.  The 
Harland,  Civil  Engineers,  Chippenham.  The  work  was  carried 
out  by  Messrs.  The  Harland  and  Co.  Ltd.,  of  Alloa,  and  an 
electrical  submersible  pump  with  a capacity  of  12,000  gallons 
per  hour  was  put  down  to  carry  on  until  it  was  decided  what 
could  be  done  with  the  old  pump.  The  increased  capacity  of 
the  temporary  pump,  installed  during  a period  of  drought, 
gave  very  valuable  information  to  the  Council  on  the  potential 
yield  of  the  well.  The  pumping  of  12,000  g.p.h.  from  No.  2 
borehole  did  not  affect  the  level  in  No.  1 borehole,  and  it  was 
found  that  the  level  in  No.  2 borehole  did  not  fall  below  the  200 
feet  mark  which  was  very  satisfactory.  The  existing  pump  in 
No.  2 borehole  has  a capacity  of  9,000  g.p.h.  to  the  lower  reser- 
voir, and  7,000  g.p.h.  to  the  high  level  reservoir. 

Of  the  31,299,000  gallons  of  water  pumped  at  the  water- 
works during  the  year  8,915,000  was  used  at  the  R.A.F.  station 
Babdown  in  the  parish  of  Beverston,  giving  an  average  daily 
consumption  by  the  R.A.F.  of  25,000  gallons.  The  average  daily 
consumption  in  Tetbury  was  61,000  equal  to  24  gallons  per  head 
of  the  2,500  population. 

All  of  the  691  houses  in  the  parish  have  a piped  supply  of 
water  which  in  most  cases  is  inside  the  house.  In  other  cases 
one  tap  supplies  two  or  three  houses. 
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Two  samples  of  the  water  were  taken  during  the  year  both 
of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Didmarton , Long  Newnton , and  Shipton  Moyne.  These 
parishes  are  supplied  by  the  West  Gloucester  Water  Co.  Ltd. 
by  means  of  direct  connections  and  stand-pipes,  private  supplies 
and  wells. 

Of  the  259  houses  in  the  three  parishes  approximately  144 
are  supplied  by  the  company.  The  combined  population  of  the 
parishes  is  900. 

The  remaining  9 parishes  with  a combined  population  of 
2,313,  are  supplied  by  wells,  springs  and  small  private  supplies, 
which  are  not  capable  of  carrying  ny  increased  demand,  and  the 
quality  of  which  is  doubtful. 


Sewage  and  Drainage. 

Of  the  13  parishes  in  the  area,  Tetbury  is  the  only  one  with 
a drainage  system.  The  system  and  works  are  old,  but  worked 
fairly  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 


Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage. 

The  Council  purchased  a Karrier  “ Bantim”  Vehicle  to 
enable  them  to  carry  out  refuse  and  salvage  collection  by  direct 
labour  instead  of  by  contract.  The  twice  weekly  collection 
of  salvage  and  refuse  in  Tetbury,  and  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
in  Avening,  were  commenced  by  direct  labour  in  April,  and 
salvage  was  collected  from  the  remaining  parishes  every  six 
weeks.  In  December  the  first  quarterly  collections  of  house 
refuse  and  salvage  were  carried  out  in  Didmarton,  Leighterton, 
Shipton  Moyne,  and  Cherington,  suitable  quarries  having  been 
made  available  to  the  Council  for  disposal.  It  was  felt  that  a 
quarterly  collection  was  insufficient,  but  until  additional  labour 
could  be  obtained,  this  arrangement  would  have  to  stand.  Other 
parishes  will  be  included  in  the  scheme  as  soon  as  circumstances 
permit.
